MD Sturgeon - St. Albert 
planning decisions taken 


St. Albert took two im- 
portant planning decisions at 
the regular council meeting 
last Monday night which 
directly affect the MD of 
Sturgeon. 

St. Albert has decided to 


enter into a sewage agree- 
ment with the MD “‘only if ... 
the economic development of 
community interests are sa- 
feguarded.’’ 

Secondly, council passed 
another recommendation fr- 


Fernwood hearing 


set for September 


September 20th has been 
set as the date for a public 
hearing on the possible 
construction of three 24-suite 
apartment buildings by 
Fernwood Construction on 
lots four, five and six of block 
A, Plan 3362 RS. 

Ray Gibbon spearheaded a 
group of concerned citizens 
who wi at a public hearing on 
this development and noted 
that a shed had arrived at the 
site August 13th. 

Councillor Rod Throndson 
wanted the delay till Sep- 
tember 20th because it would 
give all concerned the chance 
to see maps and other docu- 
ments relating to the devel- 
opment; these were not 
available at the meeting 
Monday night. 


In other development mat- 
ters council approved the 
application of Qualico De- 
velopments Limited for the 
proposed subdivision of NE 
4 section 34-53-25-4 Akins- 
dale Stage 6 south. 

This was as had been 
recommended by the Muni- 
cipal Planning Commission 
meeting of August 10. 

In this context Mayor Dick 
Plain noted that the town 
would not be carrying on 
with any further major de- 
velopments; there would be a 
reduction in the overall rate, 
but with Akinsdale being one 
of the areas for new devel- 
opment. 

The Akinsdale subdivision 
would cater for 104 units and 

0 people. 


om Mayor Plain that the 
town will seek to create a 
restricted planning area to 
control development of all 
forms of commercial and 
residential subdivisions wi- 
thin a five miles radius of St. 
Albert and any proposed 
annexation areas. 

In a brief to council the 
mayor said he was concerned 
that the actions of the MD in 
trying to locate an industrial 
park 1% miles from Mor- 
inville, coupled with the pro- 
posal to locate 183 residential 
parcels about 1% miles from 
Cardiff, will be extended to 
St. Albert. 

The mayor points out that 
the MD do not have an 
agreement with St. Albert; 
also they will not be permit- 
ted to use St. Albert’s 
sewage line for any purposes 
till council has decided to 
enter an agreement with 
them: 

The Reeve of the MD Bill 
Flynn, Councillor Lawrence 
Kluthe and town admini- 
stration have met over the 
problem. There should be 
further meetings with the 
MD once they have ex- 
amined the preliminary draft 
of the sewage agreement. 
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Council grinds on 
until midnight. :

getting into gear, even 
though at one point there 
was the incentive of a 
crowded gallery. 

Long after a delegation 
from the south Grandin Road 
area had left the chambers, 
council had a discussion 
about refuse collection at 
Ridgevrood Terrace. The 
residents there, representa- 
tive G. Sampley informed 
council they wanted a mon- 
thly exemption on 24 gar- 
bage containers which cost 
the residents over $240 a 
month.

Swimming pool safety 
figured largely at the regular 
meeting of St. Albert council 
last Monday night. 

Hearing that there wasa 
strong possibility that St. 
Albert would go for an 
unsafe design for one of its 
pool projects, John Grave, 
president of the Alberta 
Summer Swimming Associa- 
tion tried to persuade council 
otherwise. 

He wanted more input 
before any final decision was 
made and Mayor Dick Plain 
suggested that there should 
be a delay on the final 
decision till the end of the 
month. 

In a letter to council Mr. 
Gsave pointed out that the 
town would be going against 
the input of responsible 
bodies. ‘‘Council will be 
accepting the most danger- 
ous type of pool which can be 
built, as a slope from the 
shallow end endangers non 
swimmers, and learners, 
whilst allowing diving at the 
deep end means endanger- 
ing any swimmer who in- 
fringes that area, and also 
the diver.”’ 

Mr. Grave insisted that 
‘twe do it right.’’ 

There was the suggestion 
that an L shaped pool with a 
shallow and deep end provi- 
ded in each sector and also 
the provision of a diving tank 
might be the best way out of 
the problem, 

Councillor Margaret Smith 
said that council had looked

Canada’s new Citizenship 
Act, Bill C-20, was recently 
given Royal Assent, thereby 
replacing our 30 year old 
legislation with revised and 
updated regulations. The Bill 
was first introduced in the 
House of Commons in 1974, 
and is scheduled to come into 
effect in the early part of next 
year, hopefully before April. 

The new legislation makes 
it easier for landed immi- 
gtants to become Canadian 
citizens, and in some res- 
pects the regulations are 
much fairer. Discrimination 
on the basis of sex or national 
origin in applying for Cana- 
dian citizenship has been 
removed under the new 
legislation. 

In the past, female immi- 
grants who married Cana- 
dians had to wait only one 
year before applying for citi- 
zenship, while male immi- 
grants married to Canadians 
had to wait five years. Now 
all immigrant spouses of 
Canadians will have to fulfill 
a three year residency 
requirement. 

Children born abroad to 
Canadian citizens will auto- 
matically become Canadians, 
thus giving them rights to 
citizenship equal to those of 
children born in Canada. The 
new legislation passes the 
rights to citizenship condi- 
tionally to the second gener- 
ation, if by the age of 28 he or

obtain citizenship and resi- 
des in Canada for at least one 
year preceding the date of 
application. 

Lahded immigrants will 
have to wait only three years 
to apply for Canadian citi- 
zenship, rather than the 
present five years. The 
Government's position is 
that three years is an 
adequate period for an 
individual to demonstrate his 
commitment to this country 
and that such a provision 
might have the effect of 
motivating immigrants to 
learn one of our official 
languages more quickly, as 
well as acquiring general 
knowledge of Canada as part 
of the statutory requirements 
for becoming a Canadian 
Citizen. 

It is the Government’s 
position that such a provision 
alleviates the hardship done 
to landed immigrants who 
wish to vote because they 
feel strongly about important 
issues or who wish to obtain 
employment with the federal 
government but cannot do so 
because they are not citizens. 

The three year residency 
requirement does not mean 
that landed immigrants have 
to apply for Canadian citi- 
zenship after three years, 
and in fact the average 
immigrant in Canada waits 
11 years before applying. It 
is estimated that there are 
now between 500,000 and 
one million people in Canada 
who have not applied for 
citizenship status. 

In the past, special treat- 
ment has been given British 
subjects in that they have not 
been tested on their know- 
ledge of the responsibilities 
and privileges of Canadian 
citizenship or one of the 
official languages, while citi- 
zens of other countries must 
meet these requirements. 
British subjects will now be 
treated in the same manner 
as other applicants. 

It should be pointed out 
here, however, that in prac- 
tice there will still be some 
distinction as to country of 
origin. Due to the point 
system used under our 
present immigration laws 
and the difference in avail- 
ability of Canadian immi- 
gration offices from country 
to country, it will still be 
easier to emigrate to Canada 
from some countries than 


from others. 

Canadians will no longer 
be referred to as ‘‘British 
subjects’’ but rather ‘‘citi. 
zens of the Commonwealth; 
however, in applying for 
citizenship, new Canadians 
will still be required to take 
an oath of allegiance to the 
Queen. Canadians will stil] 
have to obtain work permits 
to live and work in other 
Commonwealth countries, 

The new citizenship legis- 
lation lowers the age of 
eligibility for applying for 
citizenship from 21 to 18, 
thus bringing citizenship 
laws in line with other laws 
specifying age of majority, 
Also, Canadian citizenship 
will no longer be automat- 
ically lost when a person 
becomes a citizen of another 
country; Canadian citizen. 
ship will have to be revoked 
before it is lost. This pro- 
vision is in line with the laws 
of a number of countries 
which allow dual citizenship. 

It will also be possible for 
Canadians who have been 
residing abroad and have lost 
their citizenship to resume it 
after one year’s residence. It 
will no longer be necessary 
for an unsuccessful applicant 
to wait two years before 
being allowed to reapply. In 
applying for citizenship, so- 
me credit will be given for 
time spent in Canada prior to 
obtaining landed immigrant 
status under a formula which 
has been developed for this 
purpose. 

Citizenship courts will no 
longer be able to deny 
citizenship on the grounds 
that a person is not of ‘‘good 
character.’’ The rationale 
behind eliminating the 
“‘good character’ provision 
is that the definition of 
“good character’ can vary 
widely so that such a 
qualification is impossible to 
test fairly and uniformly, and 
abuses might therefore re- 
sult. 

Canadian citizenship shall 
now be considered a ‘‘qual- 
ified right’’ rather than a 
“‘privilege.’’ The minister 
must grant citizenship to 
every individual who meets 
the statutory requirements 
for citizenship; he may no 
longer use his discretion to 
deny Canadian citizenship, 
although Cabinet may deny 
citizenship to an individual 
for reasons of public order or 
the country’s security. 


The case of the 
exploding golf balls 


The recent heatwave in the United Kingdom and Europe has 
brought a new hazard for golfers - exploding golf balls. 


A man at Tyneside, England, left a pouch containing 12 
balls on the dashboard of his parked car and later found the 
upholstery and windshield splattered with a white sticky 


mess. 


At first he thought vandals had been at work, but the sun 
was the culprit. Heat in the locked-up car had driven the 
balls past ‘‘explosion point.’’ All but one were split of 


mangled. 


A golf ball manufacturer said: ‘It has happened before and 


could happen again. 


A technical manager said that there are basically two kinds 
of golf ball - one with a thermoplastic cover, the other 
covered with Balata, a South American tree gum used as 4 


substitute for rubber. 


Eighty percent of the golf balls made in Britain have @ 
thermoplastic covering and are safe. Only the Balata ones 
are likely to be affected by excessive heat. He said that there 
was really no way for the average golfer to tell the difference 
and added a caution not to leave golf balls in a car if unsure 


of the type.

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Protection against peacetime 


disasters 


No one can doubt the good motivation for towns and villages 
in the area coming under the shield of Alberta Disaster 
Services in a bid to protect themselves from an unforseen 
peacetime disaster. 


Generally the news of 1976 has been full of such disasters; 
there seems to have been an earthquake every other day, a 
typhoon or a tidal wave killing thousands and so far Canada 
and Alberta seem to have escaped very nicely. 


In fact 1976 may go down as the year of catastrophes: when 
nature went on the rampage. So one should mot by cynical 
abcut the attempts of local municipalities drawing 
themselves in a protective circle like threatened musk-oxen, 
preparing themselves for the onslaught of the enemy. 


But ‘‘peacetime’’ disasters of the kind St. Albert council 
were confronted with Inst Monday night must in this area at 
least remain hypothetical, unless we are struck by a major 
earthquake; and it would take no major legislation to make 
people get out and co-operate in such an emergency the way 
they do in a war time situation. 


Sure there might be the odd fire in a village school which 
might get out of hand, and it would be consoling to know 
that if such a fire occurred, co-operation could be expected 
from your neighbours just by merely picking up the phone. 


This is the point; do we need to be regulated and legislated 
into doing these things, when common sense would demand 
communities give each other a helping hand when a sudden 
emergency cropped up? 


Or is it true that 1976 is also the year when every man was 
just trying to save his own skin to the detriment of everyone 
else’s? 


One can see the need for a provincial disaster service; 
Alberta is the big country and when disaster strikes, the 


magnitude of the event can be staggering. The great Peace 
River flood of 1972 comes readily to mind as an example. 


There is something very awe inspiring when a big disaster 
like the Peace River flood occurs; usually it is unexpected, 
and when it comes it is completely merciless on those who 
are unprepared. 


But in St. Albert and Sturgeon at least, the imagination is 
hard put to it to think of what endemic peacetime disasters 
might occur on the scale that Alberta Disaster Services or 


local municipalities project. 


In a time when there are cutbacks in hospital beds and 
education programs, perhaps government should be very 
careful about what else it spends its money on, particularly 
when some of the areas are hypothetical if set up against 
more pressing needs. 
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Silent majority no longer silent 


‘*The silent majority’’ is no 
longer so silent. 

In Ontario, with a little 
encouragement from Attor- 
ney-General Roy McMur- 
try’s campaign against por- 
nography, the newspapers 
heard from those against 
smut in large numbers. 

The Attorneys-General 
meeting in Vancouver, Th- 
ursday, June 17, with Can- 
ada’s Justice Minister, Ron 
Basford, may well have been 
surprised at the number of 
communications they receiv- 
ed from church bodies and 
individuals opposed to divor- 
ce on demand. 

And this is only the 
beginning, according to the 
Rev. Ron Marr. Mr. Marr is 
president of the Council for 
National Righteousness, a 
group growing at the rate of 
100 members a day in 
Canada, as the American 
Council is, south of the 
border. 

The Council believes that 
“‘ten-commandment morali- 
ty’’ is the only base on which 
a viable society can be built. 

Mr. Marris frankly both 
frightened and angered by 
the persistent godlessness of 
the present Canadian gov- 
ernment. 

“Ron Basford has made it 
clear that he proposes to 
legalize virtual divorce on 
demand and practical abor- 
tion on demand. And I have 
no doubt he will also do away 
with laws against bigamy, 
gambling, obscenity, inde- 
cency, and incest if he thinks 
the Canadian public will 


stand for it,’” Mr. Marr says. 

Another member of par- 
liament, Northern Affairs 
minister in the Diefenbaker 
government, Walter Dins- 
dale (P.C., Brandon-Souris, 
Man.) is chairman of the 
Canadian Council for Na- 
tional Righteousness. 

Mr. Dinsdale says: ‘‘When 
our educational system tea- 
ches in a moral vacuum and 


from the humanistic view- . 


point that man is merely the 
bi-product of a slow evo- 
lutionary process rather than 
a creature created in the 
image and likeness of God; 
when even the theologians 
argue that God is dead, 
moral decay is inevitable. 

‘*Loss of a sense of God 
always ends in moral con- 
fusion, and this, in turn, is 
soon reflected in so-called 
legislative reform. Only a 
renaissance in our homes, 
our schools, our churches, 
and our own personal lives 
can stem the tide of imm- 
orality that has been rolling 
in like a flood in recent 
years.”’ 

Mr. Marr doesn’t blame 
Mr. Basford for originating 
the trends to what he terms 
godless legislation. Instead 
he sees even the Law Reform 
Commission as a tocl being 
used by the Prime Minister. 

“‘When Otto Lang started 
making pro-life noises,’’ Mr. 
Marr points out, ‘‘He soon 
lost his post and was 
replaced by Basford who 
shares Mr. Trudeau’s pro- 
abortion position.’”’

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Bring back the volunteers

Whatever happened to 
volunteers? Remember 
how people used to volun- 
teer for community ser- 
vices? Some still do, but 
most expect to be paid - 
thanks to the all-intrusive 
state. “I pay taxes. Why 
‘should I do it?’’...“I give 
up my time. The state 
should pay me.”’ 


South of the border 
volunteers are appearing 
in some cities, but gene- 
rally for the wrong 
reasons. The state’s 
intrusion into the economy 
has been so extravagant 
that city administrations 
are collapsing under the 
weight. They’re running 
out of money which has 
been spent on unrealistic 
wages and pensions, on 
subsidized housing and on 
armies of social workers. 


So citizens are pitching 
in to provide services the 
cities can no longer afford. 
Sweeping streets, helping 
in schools, working in 
libraries, carrying out 
neighborhood night watch 
patrols —- it all adds up 
fo a genuine community 
etrort. 


A member of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Inde- 
pendent Business has 
suggested one way Cana- 
dian communities could 
recover some control over 
their own needs. His 
idea: apply the same 
income tax credit to con- 
trabutions towards local 
causes that is now applied 
to contributions tewards 


federal political parties 
(75 per cent of the first 
$100; 50 per cent of the 
next $450; one-third of 
all above $550; maximum 
deduction $500). This type 
of tax credit would be a 
much more powerful 
incentive than the present 
$100 allowable deduction 
from taxable income. 


He also suggests remov- 
ing the right of corpora- 
tions to deduct charitable 
contributions from their 
taxable income. It makes 
sense! Because of the 
crushing burden of perso- 
nal taxation, financial 
support of social agencies 
by institutions such as 
Big Government and Big 
Business has largely re- 
placed the donations of 
individuals. But what do 
the civil servants and 
corporate executives know 
about the true needs in 
Estevan or Rimouski? 
Deciding on the most 
deserving need should be 
left to the citizen. 


A change from financing 
by institutions to financing 
by individuals and the 
replacement of paid func- 
tionaries with volunteers 
would do much to streng- 
then local communities. 
And hopefully, local 
financing would reduce 
the role of federal and 
provincial governments in 
social spending.

CANADA’S OLDEST NATURAL RESOURCE 
Canada’s oldest natural resource is her wilderness. Some of 


it is being preserved; much more should be set aside before 
it becomes overrun. 


Visitors to older countries notice that people there have a 
gteater respect for natural features than we have hitherto 
shown. Perhaps it is because wilderness places abroad are 
wisely protected by folk tales and beliefs. In Ireland, for 
example, people do not meddle with the “fairy rings’’ or 
“lone trees"’ that dot the landscape any more than they 
would break down the bounds of a fairy fort. Consequently, 
there is a haven on every good man’s land for smail wild 
creatures and gay wild flowers. 


Perhaps it is not modern to believe in fairies and 
leprechauns, but if they and the little light elves that inhabit 
the grassy verges of fields and the marshy banks of streams 
persuade us by promise or threat to preserve their homes 
they are doing us and our children’s children a good turn. 


On a larger scale, we need the spirit of conservation in our 
forests and parks. This may mean that we cannot gratify all 
demands for their use. Many of the things we go to the open 
spaces to enjoy are endangered because the facilities we 
demand for our comfort are crowding out the scenery.

PROFESSIONAL JOB MARKET TIGHTENS 


Job openings for professionals decreased sharply in the 
second quarter of this year. A survey released by Technical 
Service Council (TSC) shows that job openings were off 23% 
from the first quarter and down 25% from the second 
quarter of last year, writes Donald Rumball in The Financial 
Post. The survey adds, however, the number of new jobs 
created for professionals (including executives, accoun- 
tants, engineers, and scientists) increased 6% in the first six 
months of this year over the same period last year. Neil 
Macdougall, TSC general manager, attributes this anomaly 
to a sharp increase in the speed with which openings are 
filled. 


“That doesn’t make it any easier for job applicants,’’ he 
says. ‘*It means there now are far more applications for each 
opening and the competition is heavier. Employers are able 
tobe much more selective.’’ Only the accounting profession 
is enjoying strong employment prospects at present, with 
more than one half of the openings for all professionals 
among the 1,500 employers included in the survey. Among 
the worst hit are corporate planners, market researchers, 
time-study men, architects, metallurgists, biochemists, and 
chemical lab technicians. The Financial Post.

Elizabeth 11, four 2¢ defini- 
tive stamps with a portrait of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and two 
1¢ definitives portraying Sir 
John A. Macdonald.

Forest fires 
increased in 1976 


A total of 2,058 forest 
fires, affecting 971,000 acres 
were reported across Canada 
during the month of June, 
according to the Canadian 
Forestry Service. 

The figures are compared 
with 1,220 fires affecting 
166,000 acres during June 
1975, and an average of 
1,465 fires and 983,000 acres 
for the same month during 
the past decade. 

To date this season, a total 


of 4,709 fires have been 
reported, affecting 1,335,000 
acres of forest. Although the 
total acreage burned is about 
six times that for the same 
period last year (226,000), it 
is close to the average for the 
past decade (1,269,000). 
These statistics are com- 
piled monthly from April to 
October by Environment 
Canada’s Forest Fire Re- 
search Institute in Ottawa.

Without undermining any 
of this trust by revealing any 
names I would like to talk 
about an all too prevalent 
feeling teens in this town 
have been mentioning to me 
about parents. 

It seems, as remarkable as 
this may sound, that many 
parents in this town have 
very little time to spend

sons or daughters. I empha- 
size the action word, ‘‘do- 
ing,’’ because this is the 
word that comes across to me 
most frequently. Now this 
may seem as a_ strange 
paradox that the same 14 or 
16 year old that refuses to do 
things you tell him to, or 
goes on summer holidays 
with the family is the same 
teen-ager that is telling me 
he wishes that his father and 
him did more together.

Sometimes parents mis- 
take this teen-age rebellion 
as blatant hatred or rejection 
of everything they have stood 
for but in most cases this is 
not the case. They still wish 
the contact with the parent 
but maybe on a different 
level - try adult to adult. 
Most definitely the teen-ager 
will not be able to live up to 
ali the responsibilities of 
adulthood right away be- 
cause he is still learning, but 
he is learning. The contact 
though should not be lost 


because it does mean alot to 
the developing adult and 
may also help the uncertain, 
frightened or confused par- 
ent to understand their off- 
spring: better. That contact 
doesn’t have to be formal or 
regular but rather spon- 
taneous and periodical such 
as cleaning the yard together 
or deciding at supper to catch 
the Tigers baseball game 
that night or go shopping for 
dad’s birthday gift together. 
Once every few months may 
be sufficient, for both of you. 

So think about what I have 
just said and if it fits your 
situation try it, you may find 
out you like it.

Silo gasses can kill 


“The next time you decide 
to climb into a newly filled 
tower silo, think first! I’ve 
been through it. 1 was lucky.. 
It only cost me a week in 
hospital and a bad set of 
jungs.”” 

This testimony to the 
hidden danger that lurks in a 
newly filled tower silo comes 
from Robert Berry, Alberta 
Agriculture’s district agri- 
culturist at Evansburg. As he 
says, he is lucky to be alive, 
but some are not so lucky! 

All farm equipment and 
machinery have their dan- 
gers. However, tower silos 
have a less obvious danger, 
but it is just as deadly - it is 
poisonous gas! ; 

When fresh forage is put 
into a tower silo, a biological 
and chemical reaction takes 
place which produces a 
number of gases. Two of 
them are carbon dioxide and 
nitric oxide. The former is 
not poisonous but since it 
uses up the oxygen in the silo 
it can cause a person to 
become faint and to lose 
consciousness from lack of 
air. 

Nitric oxide combines with 
the oxygen in the silo to form 
nitrogen dioxide, a deadly 
brownish-yellow gas that has 
ableach-like smell and which 
is heavier than air. Being 
heavier than air, it tends to 
accumulate on the surface of 
the silage, flow down the 
chute, move close to the floor 
and accumulate in low areas. 
Small amounts of the gas 
may not be visible and are 
not always easy to detect by 
smell, but they are still 
dangerous. 

The inhalation of even a 
small amount of nitrogen 
dioxide causes choking, an 
asthmatic-like condition and 
a burning sensation in the 
nostrils, throat and chest. If 
more than a few ‘wiffs’ are 
inhaled violent coughing and 
asthma occur. After the 
inhalation of only a small 
amount of gas, recovery may 
atfirst appear to be rapid, 
but severe illness may de- 
velop within five to 12 hours 
as a result of lung tissue 
damage. An exposure of 
several minutes is usually 
fatal. 

The danger from nitrogen 
dioxide is greatest during the 
first six to 60 hours after the

silo has been filled, How- 
ever, this danger can con- 
tinue for three weeks or 
longer. In fact, ina poorly 
ventilated silo, it may remain 
until the silo is opened to 
remove the first batch of 
feed, 

If you must enter the silo 
during the danger period, 
never do so alone or without 
first turning on the silo 
blower for about half an 
hour. Ventilate the silo, the 
silo chute and the silo room 
before entering the chute or 
the silo itself. Ventilation 
during the danger period can 
be increased by opening all 
the windows and doors in the 
silo room as well as the doors 
in the silo roof and those 
above the silage level in the 
tower. 

Be sure that the lower end 
of the silo chute is well 
ventilated. Good ventilation 
here will prevent the gases 
from accumulating in the silo 
room or in the barn where 
they couid be dangerous to 
both animals and human 
beings. 

If you are accidentally 
exposed to silo gas, get out of 
the silo at the first sign of 
throat irritation or coughing. 
Since severe illness and lung 
damage can develop after 
apparent recovery, call your 
doctor immediately. If ani- 
mals come in contact with 
silo gas, consult your veter- 
inarian as quickly as poss- 
ible. 

‘If you have to enter a silo 
to rescue somebody, attempt 
to ventilate the silo before 
going in if this can be done

BONING UP ON TROUT 


Modern American meal- 
makers are always on the 
look out for food that’s good 
tasting, nutritious, yet easy to 
prepare. One tempting treat 
which is all this and has the 
added plus of being an elegant 
entrée, is trout. 

Nowadays trout, plucked 
from pure water ponds, are 
shipped nationwide in both 
fresh and frozen form. These 
farm-grown trout are found 
in your supermarket fish or 
freezer case to provide year 
round eating pleasure. What’s 
more, these speckled splashers 
are nicely nutritious-packed 
with vitamins, minerals and 
plenty of the all-important 
protein. And for calorie-con- 
scious citizens the good news 
is that trout has less fat than 
other popular protein entrées. 

Both sophisticated and 
novice cooks will find pleas- 
ure in preparing trout for 
at-home dining. Just beware 
of overcooking, don’t turn 
it unless it’s sauteed, and 
keep the scales on. It’s even 
easy for you to fillet. After 
it’s cooked, slip a butter knife 
along the entire length of the 
‘backbone, steadying the fish 
with a fork, Gently lift away 
the top fillet, including bones 
and tail. With the knife, sep- 
arate head from the bottom 
fillet and lay the top fillet 
skinside down on the plate. 
Lift away the tail, bone 
structure and head, Sprinkle 
boned trout fillets with fresh- 
ly-squeezed lemon juice, spice 
it up with seasonings such as 
sesame, chives, dill, oregano, 
parsley, sage, rosemary or 
thyme. Or try your trout 
poached and served with a 
sauce of 1/2 cup sour cream, 
2 teaspoons lemon juice, 1/2 
teaspoon salt and 1/4 tea- 
spoon dill weed. 

Good to taste and high in 
nutrition, it isn’t surprising 
many people rate trout high 
on their treat scale.

It’s that time of the year 
that trout from the local 
shallow lakes have a muddy 
taste that stops most people 
from eating them and also for 
fishing for them. 

The August edition of 
Outdoor Life carried an 
article by Jerry Gibbs that 
caught my eye as it explained 
how to prepare muddy 
tasting fish for the table. 

As soon as you decide to 
keep a warmwater fist. for 
dinner, clean it thoroughly 
and remove the head. The 
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fish should then be put on ice 
until it can be filleted and 
skinned. The next step is to 
place the fish in a mixture of 
approximately one gallon of 
cold water, two tablespoons 
of non-iodized salt, and one 
teaspoon of baking soda. 
Soak the fish in this solution 
for four to five hours, and 
keep it in either a re- 
frigerator or an ice chest. 
Remove the fish from the 
solution, and rinse it in cold 
water. The muddy taste will 
be gone. 


Last weekend my two fish- 
ing partners, Nick and Bruce 
Muzichuk took off for Slave 
Lake to stain the Muzichuk 
cabin and fish the nearby 
streams for the scrappy 
Arctic Grayling and Rainbow 
Trout. 

Due to heavy rains in the 
area duriug the past week 
the creeks were high and 
muddy but with a little 
patience and a lot of walking 
you could catch your limit. 

After having coffee with 
local fishing expert Dennis 
Barton of Barton’s Drug 
Store in Slave Lake we 
learned that almost every 
small creek within 100 miles 
of Slave Lake had Arctic 
Grayling in them. We fished 
the north-east end of the 85 
mile long lake and caught the 
high dorsol fin fish in Marten 
Creek and Lilly Creek as well 
as some unnamed creeks. 

We also stopped at a small 
government stocked dugout 
just north of Slave Lake on 
the Nipisi Lake road and 
caught small rainbow and 
perch. Shortly after arriving 
we were joined by another 
fisherman (a black bear) who

is in Minister’s hands 


All that now stands in 
front of the $4% million 
Namao Composite High Sch- 
ool getting off the ground is 
ministerial approval a sp- 
okesman for Sturgeon School 
Division #24 hinted Monday. 

The people of Sturgeon 
have strongly supported the 
building of this school and 
the school board is still trying 
to pare the cost of the 
building; the spectre of in- 
flation is the main bugbear 
that the board has been 
wrestling with. 

However, the board has 
plumped to go ahead with 
the construction of the school 
and last Friday it passed a 
motion which gives Bird 
Construction a $4,919,921 
contract to build. ‘‘This was 
brought down to $4,581,921 


for the school is granted, the 
central core could be occu- 
pied by students as early as 
September 1977. 

Associate Superintendent 
of the Sturgeon School 
Division Walter Heppler says 
that the whole school could 
be turned over to the 
students after 16 months, or 
about five months after the 
central core opening. 


A vocational and gym- 
nasium area would be 
opened once the central core 
had been occupied. 

But the Sturgeon Board 
has had to slash $338,000 off 
the cost of the school to 
economize and silence any 
voices who at this late stage 
might have doubted the 
credibility of having the high

Red light flashes over 
construction cost 


It seems that nowhere is safe these days from the double 
bind of rising costs and inflation. 


The MD of Sturgeon is no exception. 


Everyone saw how the Montreal Olympics almost became a 
no-no when their costs escalated from the millions to the 
billions and a $414 million Namao Composite High School 
might also become a no-no if Sturgeon residents balk at 
paying the price for the school’s students who could be there 
by the fall of 1977, 


Two years ago public meetings were held by Sturgeon 
School Board at centres throughout the district. Total costs 
of the school were then estimated at two and one-half 
million dollars, and support was indicated at those 
meetings. 


When advertising the money bylaw in the fall of 1974, the 
Board took account of the inflation factor, and thought 
adequate allowance for it had been made. 


But the low tender came in last month at $53 per square foot 
- boosting the costs to a whopping five million dollars, 
($4,919,921.]. 


After making cuts of $338,000., reducing the total cost to 
4'% million, the Board will have to pickup well over two 
million dollars from the taxpayers. Government support for 
permanent type construction, such as planned for Namao 
High is considerably less than for core type schools, which 
presently account for most construction in Alberta. 


The terrible pressures of inflation call the whole of the 
present system into question and put the spotlight on the 
need for 2 retarn to simpler ways. 


But even if those simpler ways should return, without some 
major upset, it seems that the people are going to have to 
chip away at a lower level. 


There |s already talk that the people of Sturgeon might be 
given the chance to take another vote on the money bylaw 
which has tied them into massive debt, unless there is a 
restraining order at provincial government level. 


No one yet knows what the cost could be to the individual 
taxpayer, since it is just physically impossible to know what 
the MD’s assessment will be for 1977-78 when the high 


school Is operational. 


Some bandied about suggest that taxpayers may be 
hit with a seven to 13 mill increase on their bills. But this for 
the moment is speculation in the face of so many variables. 


Somehow, expectations have to be lowered or else a lot of 
people are going to have ulcers and heart attacks paying off 
accounts which are just going out of sight. 


ratepayers are bound to feel 
the cost of the new school in 
their pockets - a school which 
in March 1974 looked like 
costing $2 million and 
which will now cost $4% 
million because of the 
ravages of inflation. 

Even though many Stur- 
geon residents gave the nod 
to the school two years ago 
and did not challenge a 
money bylaw advertising the 
funding for the school, Reeve 
of the MD Bill Flynn said at 
the regular meeting of the 
MD last week, ‘‘it should be 
mandatory that all these 
things go to plebiscite.’’ 

Councillor Lawrence KI- 
uthe was even more explicit, 
claiming that the extra 
burden could bankrupt the 
MD.

$2 million overexpenditure 
on the building ... this 
municipality would be bank- 
rupt,’’ said Mr. Kluthe. 

“‘We’re gonna have some 
pretty tough sledding,’’ ech- 
oed Councillor Walter Van de 
Walle, fearing that the 
government would not be 
able to keep up with 
inflation. 

Mr. Kluthe feared that as 
the school accommodated the 
students over the next two 
years, ‘‘those of us who 
remain are not going to be 
able to carry that load.’’ 

Mr. Kluthe was anxious 
that the people should be 
aware of the cost burden they 
would be faced with if the 
school went ahead. 

Immediately Councillor 
Clay Crozier expressed an- 
xiety about how many mills it 
would cost to carry that load 
and particularly how to relate 
this to the taxpayers. 

Sturgeon School Board re- 
presentative at the MD John 
McDonnell felt that the 
supplementary bylaw could 
be challenged, when Mr.

Farm safety 
precautions are vital 


In studies conducted by 
the Canada Safety Council, 
and other safety organ- 
izations, the non-use of 
personal protective equip- 
ment stands-out as a major 
contributing factor to farm 
injuries.

to injuries. 

Body extremities, are par- 
ticularly subject to injuries. 
Well designed comfortable 
equipment is available to 
protect hands, feet and the 
head. Other equipment such 
as eye goggles or glasses, 
face shields, respirators and 
ear protectors should also be 
used when warranted. 

It should be remembered 
that the hazard should be 
eliminated wherever and 
whenever possible. When 
this is not possible, of 
practicable, wear personal 
protective equipment.

Alberta farmer 
helping Ghana 


An ages-old transportation 
method is being counted on 
to help Ghana become self- 
sufficient in food production. 

Starting this fall a huge 
self-propelled barge will be 
launched from the northern 
tip of Lake Volta, the largest 
man-made lake in the world, 
loaded down with a cargo of 
rice destined for markets in 
the south. 

Ghanaian government of- 
ficials are confident the 
country has the potential to 
become self-sufficient in rice 
and maize (a type of corn) 
production. But at the 
present time large quantities 
of these staples rot in the 
fields because there is no 
way to get them quickly to 
markets in such cities as 
Accra and nearby Tema. To 
make up for the undersupply 
the country is forced to 
import rice and maize, using 
precious foreign exchange 
that it cannot afford. 

About two years ago the 
Canadian International De- 
velopment Agency, which is 
responsible for Canada’s 
foreign aid program, became 
involved in helping Ghana 
find ways to speed up the 
delivery of the crops and in 
developing storage systems 
for them.

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Relief for hay fever victims 


Insects now in quarantine 
at the Agriculture Canada 
Regina, Sask., Research Sta- 
tion may become a real 
friend to hay fever sufferers. 

These insects, called thr- 
ips, were recently brought 


into Canada trom Argentina. 
So far, they have been 
successfully attacking rag- 
weed, a plant that causes hay 
fever, and have refused to 
eat other plants. The thrips 


will stay in quarantine until 
researchers are satisfied they 
will not feed on agricultural 
crops. Then they can be 
released to reduce ragweed 
across the country. 


Processed spuds favoured 


Consumers now are favor- 
ing processed potatoes and 
the switch away from fresh 
potato consumption could 
affect Canadian producers, 
especially in the Maritimes, 
says Agriculture Canada 
economist Bob Anderson. 


He suggests that Maritime 
growers consider contracting 
some of their acreage for 
processing next year and, 
where possible, grow var- 
ieties for the fresh market 
that are also suitable for the 


processing industry. Pro- 
ducers growing varieties only 
for the fresh market have few 
marketing alternatives and 
could lose money if the fresh 
potato market continues to 
shrink.

The 
yearly rate of increase in the 
United States is between 
4%A% and 7%, this being one 
reason why they have been 
able to deal with inflation so 
much more successfully than 
Canada. 

Government expenditures 
have been 30% to 50% 
higher than the expected rate 
of inflation for 1976, Gov- 
ernment should keep its own 
yearly spending increases 
within the targets which it 
has set for business and all 
Canadians. 

Labour has been in cons- 
tant opposition to the con- 
trols since their introduction. 
It is now planning a day of 
protest sometime in October. 
Business for a time gave 
verbal support to the pro- 
gram until May 25 when the 
government decided to re- 
vise the controls in such a 
way as to have a greater 
impact on profits. 

The AIB wants to get the 
point out that by controlling 
profits it will ultimately 
effect prices. Business feels 
that inhibiting profits will not 
help production nor create 
more jobs, or encourage 
investment. However, if in 
fact the controlling of profits 
does lower prices then the 
government could finally 
realize some public support 
for its anti-inflation program. 
Any positive result at this 
time would do much to per- 
suade the Canadian public 
that a controlled pause in the 
inflationary spiral is in 
everyone’s interest. 

The question now is - when 
can the controls be ended? It 
is not a matter of time, but of 
performance and results. 
Every sector of the economy 
should accept its share of 
responsibility in keeping 
within a national program of 
restraint. Once the target of 
a four percent inflation rate 
has been reached, it must be 
kept within that range. 
However, if there is a 
significant move by. those 
elements of society, whose 
pressures caused inflation to 
rise rapidly during the past 
few years, to start on another 
upward spiral, then controls 
will have to be re-imposed.

control 


It takes only three hours 
for Agriculture Canada’s 
Health of Animals Branch 
laboratories to do a highly 
accurate test on animals sus- 
pected of having rabies. 

Rabies testing is done at 
the department’s Animal 
Pathology Division labs in 
Ottawa, Lethbridge, Alta., 
and Sackville, N.B. If the test 
is positive, the district veter- 


' inarian is telephoned imme- 


diately so that people in 
contact with the animal can 
begin treatment. Because of 
the vigilance of the Health of 
Animals Branch, very few 
Canadians have died of the 
virus disease which is trans- 
mitted by the bite of an 
infected animal.
